To German Measles 


New York—-Young 
girls 
may 
some day in the future be delib­ 
erately exposed to German measles 
in order to protect any children 
they 
have 
when they grow up 
from being born with cataracts, 
heart trouble or other defects. 
This 
“wholly 
justifiable 
pro­ 
cedure” 
was 
suggested by Dr. 
Herbert C. Miller of the U niver­ 
sity’ of Kansas School of Medicine 
at the meeting here today of the 
National Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Blindness. 


There is about a 25% chance at 
present that an expectant mother 
who gets Germ an measles during 
the first three months of pregnan­ 
cy will give birh to a baby with 
some defect. 
There is no serum or 
vaccine 
that 
gives 
protection 
against G erm an measles, or ru­ 
bella as doctors call it. 
But one 
attack of the disease gives protec­ 
tion against further attacks. 
The 
disease is very mild and almost 
never has any serious complica­ 
tions. 
That is why 
Dr. 
Miller 
thinks it would be justifiable to 
give girls an attack of the disease 
before they are old enough to be 
having babies. 


The 
discovery 
that 
German 
measles in the mother may lead to 
defects of eyes, ears, heart, teeth 
and even mentality in the babies 
gives more hope than ever before 
that something might bo done to 
reduce the large number of chil­ 
dren born with some physical or 
mental defect. 
Other things be­ 
sides the virus of German measles 
may damage the baby before it is 
born. 
The German measles dis­ 
covery gives 
added 
impetus to 
scientists to uncover more of these 
other damaging agents and find 
ways 
to 
prevent 
or 
overcome 
them.
